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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claims 

invention of a fuzzy logic system with evolutionary rules wherein a random set of rules 
are generated using a random selection of categories (operators, features, cases and 
qualifiers) and such categories are evolved and evaluated using fuzzy logic with the 
process continuing subject to the plateau criteria that is reached when the fitness 
function becomes essentially constant with changing inputs, which to one of ordinary 
skill in the art, identifies a local region where the derivative of a changing fuzzy logic 
variable relative to a given event is near zero. 

3. The closest prior art (Hung, U.S. Patent 5,727,130; and, Chidambaran et al, 
Adapting Black-Scholes to a Non-Black-Scholes Environment via Genetic 
Programming) teaches a genetic algorithm for constructing and tuning fuzzy logic 
system wherein when the iterated performance value reaches some threshold value, 
the genetic generation will be terminated (Hung, c 4, 1 48-50). In contrast, the claimed 
invention will improve the opportunity of identifying a set of rules having achieved a level 
of performance that is essentially invariant with changing input parameters. .. a plateau.
